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CHICAGO. June 20. — With the split 
between Taft and Roosevelt forces in 
the Republican National Convention 
having at last reached the point whare 
a definite threat to bolt had been 
made, many of the panic-stricken dele- 
Rates in this city turned desperately 
early today to tne task of stirriuK up 
sentiment for a compromise candidate. 

Gov« Hadley, of Missouri, and 
Juatice Hagbea. of the Supreme Court, 
were names nnder conaideration. 

Practically all of the talk of a com- 
promise candidate came from the 
Roosevelt followers. There was evi- 
dence early today of a nearly complete 
disint^rration of tbe Rooevelt forces. 

They apoeared to be figbtins desper- 
ately. 

The Colonera beadqaarters were be- 
seiged by a mass of hia followera and 
delegates seeking advice. 

Tbe conferencs of last night had con- 
vinced the Koosevelt leaders that com- 
paratively fpw of their delegates 
would desire the Republican partv. 

"It looks cs though the bottom had 
droupedout," declared a member of 
the Uoo?evelt council today.

Many of the leaders were frank in 
their declaration that the Colonel haa 
acted hastily in a number of matters, 
in comirar to Chicago and in precipi- 
tating a holt from the Committee on 
Credentials l&st night.

Tired of Tobacco Growing. 

I A dispatch trom Georgetown, (). says 
a great nmnf farmen in Brown snd 

Clermont counties have abandoned 
tobacco growing and arn going into 
dairying en an eztemive neHle. 

The dispath sogb on to say that the 
price of tobacco hailbeen low and liie 
crops have brought the farmers only 

smalJ returns for their labor. At the 
same time, farm laborers are scarce 
and wages are high, and these things 
have been making tobacco raising more 
difficult and less profitable." The farm- 
ers aie tindiiig that dairying is easier 
woik and bings larger returns. 

Almost any sort of farm work is 
easier than raising lobacco. While 
good tobacco brir.gs good money gener 
allv a tobacco crop requires a vear or 
more in the making and marketing, 
and one crop is scarcely oif the far- 
mer's hands before he mast begin mak- 
ing prtparaticns lor another. Aiul all 
along the line tberejs a big lot of hard 
work connected with the business. It 
is not surprising that some of the Ohio 
farmers are quilting tobacco to take up 
dairying, an indastry in whieb the re- 
turns come in day by day anj where 
there are no violent fluctuations in the 
priee of the bnrodoct. 

Kentuckv produces approximately 
one-tnitd of all the tobacco grown in 
the Unietd States, and odr farmen 
seem to he doing their best to increase 
the proportion, despite the fact that 
prices h&ve been a rather uncurtain 
quantity in recent years. It could [not 
hurt much it some of the tobacco grow- 
ers should imitate the example of their 
Ohio brethen;— and the ciiances are 
that it would help.

Election Law is Constitutional. 

The Court of Apaeals Tuesday held 
constitutional the Eaton- Tho.mpsun 
State prin.ary election law passed at 
the last session of the Legislature. 
The decision came in the case of Judge 
John T. Hodge, of Campbell county, 
aginst J. Lyman Bryant, clerk of 
Campbell county, a friendly suit hav- 
ing been filed by Hodge to.enjoin Bry- 
an from placing the name of a circuit 
juige on the l)a!lot"in the August pri- 
irnary for the purpose of testing the 
constitutionally of tha law. Judge 
Hodge was of the opinion that the law 
conflicted with sections 6, 59 and 60 of 
the constitution. 

The Appellate Court, in its oninion, 
prepared by Judge Nunn, held that the 
primary law does not conflict with the 
Constitution, and that the Legiilacure 
has the authortiy to eract sach ie£is- 
lation in order that *be voters nnsy 
have the right to expresp their will at 
the polls in raakios Dominations for 
party candidates.

Diilioo. of Kenton ooonty, involving 
the lame qaestion.

The e.xperimoiit 
succeded so well that Ford Brent, also

, large quantity of seed in the open 
' tields, and aince that time all persons 
who handle bluegrass seed in large 
i quantities cure it in the open air, as it 
I is claimed that it cores better and 
I more quickly than onder cover. 
! A aloping ground is osoally selected, 
so tiiat the water will drain off, and it 
is prepared by ainipiy mowing the 
grass, after which it is ready for the 
seed, which is plied in Ions windrows I 
about two and a Imlf feet high and | 
extending in parallel linai ap and 
down the hillside. \ 

A force of hands is put to work and 
these windrows are turned over with \ 
forks daily and shaken apart, so that | 
the air gets to all the seed. This pre- ! 
cess is kept up until the seed is dry , 
enough to sack without fear of heating, 1 
which usually takes about ten days, 
more or less, according to the weather. 

It is a singular fact that, fluffy and 
loose as the seed appears in these 
windrows, the heaviest rains will not;

These plants prepare for market the 
entire bluegrass output most of the 
seed in fact being produced in a few 
counties in Central Kentucky known 
as "The Bluegrass Section."

SUMMARY OF CONVEN- 
TION SESSIONS. 



Tuesday— Elihu Root chosen as 
Chairman of the convention over ;Gov. 
McGovern.the choice of Col. Roosevelt 
for the Chairmanihip, by a vote of 558 
to 502. 

Wednesday— Col. Roosevelt's forces 
in the Republican National Convention 
were defeated again Wednesday, the 
issue being whether the ex-Persident s 
ttst of delegates should be substituted 
for certain delegates seated bv the 
NationalC or* mittee. The Taft forces 
won by a vote of 562 to 510. "During 
the proceedings in the Convention a 
remarkable demongtration in behalf of 
Mr. Hadley. of Missouri, took place, 
which seemed to threaten a'atampede to 
him. The enthusiasm was atemmed by 
a counter Roosevelt movecbent. The 
Roosevelt members of the Credentials 
Committee bolted that committee 
twice, retorning after the firat time on 
advice ot their chief, bat retiring 
again definitelf ahortly after.
